If you do not live 
where you have Express Delivery service, please notify us at time of order and advise how 
to ship. Kindly send either money orders or checks for payment—no stamps or cash, please. 
Do not ask us to split a unit as quoted in the price list. Order as many units as desired. 
Canadian orders must be accompanied by express permit for F.O.B. orders. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF ORDERS 


Your order will be acknowledged as soon as received in our office. Bulbs will be shipped as 
near to date requested as it is possible to get them out. The past few winters, the weather 
here has been mild enough to enable us to ship bulbs practically all winter. If you live 
where the climate is unfavorable for shipping during our winter months, kindly notify us at 
time of order. Orders can be shipped any time required after Jan. Ist. 


F.O.B. ITEMS 


If your order contains both F.O.B. and retail items, we will ship them together in one pack- 
age, F.O.B. but will give you enough overcount and extras to more than offset the carrying 
charge on the retail items. If you prefer the two classes shipped separately, please mark 
order blank accordingly. 


ORDER BULBS EARLY 


Send in your bulb orders now, to avoid disappointments later in the season. Stocks of some 
varieties are limited, so make your choice now while we have most sizes in all varieties listed. 
Orders will be filled in order of date filed in our office. No substitutions made on your order 
without your permission. Many times we have the variety wanted, but are out of the partic- 
ular size mentioned in your order. If you will allow us to substitute the same value in a 
different size, please advise on order. This will save much correspondence and be a big help 
to us in filling your order. If blooming size bulbs are ordered and we cannot supply that 
particular size, will fill order with blooming size bulbs, not with small bulbs or bulblets, 
unless asked to do so. If you allow us to substitute another variety in the event we are sold 
out on the one ordered, you will receive a greater value than the original order. Full cultural 
directions will accompany every order. Please PRINT your name and address very plainly 
on order to avoid delays and errors in shipping. 


BULB SIZES 


Large size measure 14” and up. Medium size *4’” to 14’’, small size 4” to %4’’. Bulblets 
screened over 6 to inch mesh, washed and measured in dry measurements which are approxi- 
mately 15% more than liquid measure. 


CLASSIFICATION AND VARIETY CODE 


After the variety name you will find a name in parenthesis—this will be the originator’s name. 
At the right of this you will find two sets of numbers—such as: 366-75. The first in the set of 
numbers designates that the bloom is in the 300 class for size, the last two digits—66 denotes 
the color class according to the NAGC Classification list. The last two numbers after the 
dash—such as 75, means that that is the approximate number of days it should take for a 
large bulb of that variety to bloom after planting. This varies in different climates and with 
weather conditions, etc. Where prices are listed as L, M, and S and BLTS, this means 
Large, Medium and Small bulbs and BULBLETS. All bulbs New York State Inspected, 
Certificate #917. We guarantee our bulbs to be healthy and true to name.

An outstanding introduction this year. A delicate light lavender, but not a pale washed out 
color. A much needed shade of lavender. Will open up to 10 very large ruffled florets on a 
spike of 20 buds. Placement and attachment are fine. Grows tall, but never crooks. Opens 
well if cut in tight bud, and even the bulblets and small size bulbs bloom very nicely. Good 
propagator and germinator. A few of the 1949 show winnings are listed below:

A giant smoky with a very pleasing color. It is a smoky slate salmon with a blue overcast, 
and an orange red blotch. Edges of florets are lightly frilled, of good substance, and their 
facing and spacing is excellent. Keeping qualities of this variety are fine. Good bulblet pro- 
duction and germination. A fine show variety.

GARNET GLOW 454 (Rich) 80 days (Sdl-1482) 


A clean glistening garnet red self with no markings. Florets are ruffed and wavy and of good 
substance. Fine facing and spacing and good attachment to a strong slender stem. Makes a 
fine exhibition spike that is sure to make a hit with all who see it. Does not burn in the 
hottest sun. Grows about 50” tall, 24” flower head, 5’’ blooms, opens 8 with 6 more of its 
20 buds in color. Propagation and germination fair.

FAIRYLAND (Red Penny X Howard Wright Seedling) 


A heavily ruffled glad of medium size. The color is a medium rose with an inconspicuous 
throat mark of a deeper shade. Recommended chiefly for its decorative value. Opens six 
4’’ florets with six more showing color on a 15-16 bud spike. Height 50’. Flower head 22’. 
Stem is straight and strong. An excellent propagator. A basket of Fairyland won the 
N.A.G.C. medal for champion basket at the 1949 Keystone State Show. 


Any size bulb $1.00 each. Bulblets, 10 for $1.00. 
Starter Unit of 1 large, 3 medium and 5 small bulbs, plus 25 bulblets for $8.00. 


FORMALITY (Lavender Queen X (Mother Kadel X New Era) 


A blush lavender in color with a cream throat. The 4” florets with recurved petals are 
close-set without crowding. This gives the spike a quite formal appearance, especially so 
when 8-10 florets are open at one time. The 24” flower head carries up to 22 buds. Because 
of its precise form and habits it is hard to beat on the show table in the 300-section. Propa- 
gation is excellent. Blooms in 88 days from cold storage.

Although this was not shown at the 1949 shows, we think it will be a worthy addition to 
the 300-section. The florists like it very much.

Very good growing habits and 
much admired by all who saw it in our fields. 


ANNAMAE (Pommert-’40) 400-70 

Very early pure white. Fine commercial. Pro- 
duces many bulblets which grow easily. Lovely 
for wedding work. 


APPASSIONATA (K & M-’48) 501-85 
Large white with purple blotch. Very lovely and 
striking. 


ARANJUEZ (K & M-48) 522-90 

Salmon orange with small yellow marking in 
throat. Large wide open flowers, blooming with 
6 open at a time on large tall straight stem. 
Healthy grower and good propagator. Fine ex- 
hibition variety as well as an excellent commer- 
cial cut flower. Good forcer for greenhouse grow- 


ing. 
ATHENE (Kuhn-’49) 400-75 


A nearly true white, shading to a cream throat. 
Good growing habits make it look like a good 
commercial. Average height 50 to 54 inches. 20 
to 22 buds on a 27 inch flower head. Opens up to 
10 four and three-quarter inch florets with 6 
more showing color. It never crooks and has a 
tough petal texture that doesn’t wilt in hot winds. 
Because of its long flowerhead, this is a sure show 
table winner, too. This is one of the best of the 
new early whites.

ATLANTIC (Blum-’46) 522- 

Heavily ruffled light red which grows very tall. 
Opens 10 to 12 florets at one time. An outstand- 
ing new Holland variety. This is a sure show win- 
ner and looks like a good commercial variety 
when it becomes better known. Good grower 
which makes huge bulbs. 


AUGUST MOON (Rich-49) 510-80-85 
(Sdl. 1141) 

If you want a big, slightly frilled, light yellow 
glad, here it is. A sensation in the garden and on 
the show table. Petals are of nice heavy texture, 
facing and spacing very good. We had _ nice 
straight spikes which were strong and wiry. Foli- 
age is very green and stands upright. While we 
only had a small stock last season, we didn’t find 
a crooked spike among any of them. Propaga- 
tion and germination of bulblets is fair. Looks like 
a variety the florists will love. Has been grown 
up to 60” tall, 26” to 28” flowerhead, 6% inch 
florets, up to 15 buds, 6 open. 


AUTUMN LEAF (Howell-49) 580-85 
Bright clean yellow and brown smoky. Edges of 
petals suffused plum shading to reddish brown, 
blending to large cream yellow throat, midribs 
are creamy yellow. Very attractive. Opens 7-8 6” 
florets on 18 bud spike. Tall grower and medium 
propagator. Slightly ruffed with excellent place- 
ment. 


BAGATELLE (K & M-49) 85- 
Pink with a reddish blotch. 


BEACON (E. F. Palmer-°35) 436-90 
Fiery scarlet red with cream throat blotch. Some- 
times crooks, but we still like it. 


BEERSHEBA (K & M-49) 406-80 

Buds and first ones to open are a definite soft 
cream, but as they open to the air, turn to a 
milky white. Very fine here this season. Opens 
8 with several others showing color. Very fine. 


BELLE JAUNE (K & M-48) 312-85

CHARLESTON (K & M-’49) 90 days 
Light salmon pink, red blotch on yellow ground. 


CHARMAINE (New-'40) 360-75 days 

A very early dusty rose shade. A good cut-flower 
in its season. Very pretty for vase and make-up 
work, either alone or in combination with white.

Heads have 18 buds with 6 opening at one 
time. Good attachment. Free propagator. 


CLARINET (K & M-48) 560-85 

A bright vivid clear pink shading to a cream 
throat. Similar to Rosa Van Lima—but much 
better grower for us. Opens 5 to 6 florets on long 
flowerhead. 


CLEO (Youmans-’48) 441-95 

New shade of soft pink with buff undertones and 
scarlet blotch. Grows 5’ plant with 27” flower- 
head of 20 buds. Will open 8 or more 5” florets, 
which are heavily rufed. Excellent texture and 
substance. 


CONNECTICUT YANKEE (Schenetsky-’44) 
441-90 

A sensational pink glad with a very attractive 

scarlet throat blotch. Opens a double row of 10 

florets at one time.

Poor propagator for us, 
but a nice glad. Makes beautiful bulbs. 


CYNTHIA (Graff-’49) 410-75 

A nice medium yellow which is a fine performer. 
Will open up to 7 lightly ruffled recurved florets 
on a well balanced flowerhead with good place- 
ment and attachment. A strong grower from 
bulblets. A good commercial and a show winner 
in its class. 


DANZIG (K & M-48) 442-90-95 
Deep salmon pink. Tall and beautiful. 


DARLING (Howell-’49) 420-75 

An attractive yellow and orange blend with a 
small red spot in throat. Opens 5-6 five inch flor- 
ets on a spike of 16 to 17 buds. Has about 24” 
flower head. Fine placement and attachment. 
Rapid propagator. Has fine commercial possibili- 
ties. 


DINOS (K & M-’49) 570-90 

A reddish purple glistening like velvet—sort of a 
maroon cast. Opens 5 to 6 florets on nice long 
flowerhead. Medium spike, good keeping quali- 
ties. Good propagator and germinator. 


DREAM GIRL (Krueger-’45) 460-95 

Light rose pink with a small rose blotch. Opens

CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS 


WHEN?—This depends on your individual locality. When the ground is fairly warm and 
you can pick up a handful of soil and it won’t cake up, then you can start planting. Some 
growers say a good rule to go by is to watch until the maple leaves begin to open, then 
start planting. Here in N. Y. State, we usually start planting from the first to the fifteenth 
of April. Sometimes we are able to get our bulblets in the latter part of March. We stagger 
our plantings about 10 days to two or three weeks apart to insure a longer blooming period. 
We make our last planting about the middle of June. If we have a late fall, like last season, 
we get a fine crop of late blooms. Of course you are taking a chance with mother nature 
as frosts are apt to catch up while these late ones are spiking. But, it’s worth a try. 


WHERE?—They must have sun all day to do their best. Do not plant near shrubs, trees, 
stone walls, etc. Even the shadow from a tall building, a part of the day, will show its bad 
effect. Plant in soil where there is good drainage. Glads like lots of water, but they don’t like 
wet feet. Glad bulbs will do O.K. on the same type ground as you’d grow potatoes. Keep 
the soil slightly acid. 


HOW?—First, be sure your ground has been properly prepared. Use well-rotted cow manure 
plowed or spaded under the fall before, if possible. Spade or plow soil deep. Peat moss 
makes good humus and if you combine this with a good commercial fertilizer such as 4-8-8 
or 4-12-8 you will get nice blooms. For better production of bulbs, try a mixture of 4-8-12. 
Green cover crops are very helpful in building up your soil. Planting of the bulbs will vary, 
according to soil conditions. If the soil is light and inclined to be sandy, plant about 6 
inches deep. Otherwise, when your flower heads start to appear, the heavy spikes will tip 
over. On the other hand, if your soil is heavy, then you might plant about 4 to 5 inches deep. 
This is for large bulbs. Smaller bulbs need only be planted about 3” deep and bulblets 1% 
to 2” deep. Give them plenty of water before and during the blooming season. If the rain- 
fall isn’t sufficient, and you can use the garden hose, water thoroughly once a week, rather 
than just sprinkling lightly every day or so. This only wets the top of the ground so that 
the root system stretches up toward the sun to get the water and that leaves the tiny 
roots so near the top of the ground that they are apt to burn. 

For exhibition blooms in our show garden, we plant the bulbs about 6 to 8 inches apart. In 
the commercial fields we plant more closely, using the rule of leaving the space of another 
bulb of same size in between. We make a trench and sow our 5’s and 6’s sparingly. The 
bulblets are also sown in a shallow trench, much the same as peas are planted. 


DISINFECTING—Dip all bulbs and bulblets in a disinfectant to kill thrips and to prevent 
possible disease infection on the bulbs. There are many dips available. (See formulas for 
Dips and Sprays. ) 

THRIPS—A sucking insect that has ruined many a glad patch before its owner knew what 
it looked like. It is very tiny. You can just about see it with the naked eye. The adult ones 
are black, while the young ones are a lemon color, which makes it very difficult to see them. 
They live in the sheaf of the leaf, which is about the same color as the young thrip. Don’t 
wait until you see signs of thrip, such as drying up of the buds before opening, streaks of 
grey on the foliage, etc., before doing something about it. An ounce of prevention is worth 
many pounds of cure, in the case of thrip. To be on the safe side, when your foliage is 6 to 8 
inches in height, start dusting with a 5% DDT dust and do this every ten days until blooms 
appear. This should keep your glads free from this troublesome pest. If it should rain the 
dust off in a few days, then you should dust again real soon. 


WHEN TO CUT? Blooms will be at their best if cut early in the morning with from 1 to 
2 florets open. Place in cool water immediately and put inside and allow to open slowly. 
A dark, cool cellar is excellent for this. Always leave 4 to 5 leaves on the plant when 
cutting. You need this for good development of the bulb. Ends of spikes (stem end) should 
be cut about 4’ every day, a little bit on a slant. The blooms will last much longer if taken 
care of in this manner, and will open clear to the tip. 


DIGGING—Bulbs should be dug from 4 to 6 weeks after they have bloomed. On some of 
the real late varieties, it may be necessary to dig them immediately after blooming, as it 
is best to get them dug before a cold, wet fall sets in. We use a spade to loosen the varieties, 
then lift out and cut tops off with pruning shears, close up to the bulb. Where there is an 
increase of bulbs and they are grown together, do not separate until bulbs are thoroughly 
dry (3 to 4 weeks). 
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STORING: To dry and cure the bulbs, store them in shallow wooden boxes, preferably 
with wire screen bottoms. Do not put too many in a tray, not over 4 inches deep. Do not 
leave bulbs in direct sun to dry, as they will burn. A covered shed is ideal, or a protected 
porch or garage where you can leave windows and doors open to allow air to circulate. 
The more quickly the bulbs can be dried, the better bulbs you will have. As soon as the 
bulbs are dry, remove the old root, saving the bulblets, if you wish to plant them. Then 
store the bulbs in your shallow trays, dust thoroughly with a 5% DDT dust, and place in 
a cold, but not freezing, storage. It is a good thing to look over your bulbs once in awhile. 
If you find a poor one, discard it. Otherwise it may affect your entire stock of that variety. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR DIPPING, DUSTING AND SPRAYING 


LYSOL DIP, which we recommend be used on every bulb and bulblet planted, no matter 
from what source they were obtained. 
4 tablespoons of Lysol — or 1 pint of Lysol 
. 3 gallons of water 25 gallons of water 
Soak bulbs in the Lysol solution for at least 3 hours and not longer than 6 hours. Soak 
bulblets overnight or 12 to 14 hours. After bulbs or bulblets are removed from the solution, 
allow to drain for a few minutes and plant same day as treated, preferably while still wet. 


NEW IMPROVED CERESAN DIP 


! ounce New Improved Ceresan 

3 teaspoons Grasselli Spreader Sticker or 3 teaspoons Dreft 

3 gallons water 
To get a good preparation easily, mix the Ceresan and wetting agent. together, add a little 
water at a time, and stir until a uniform mixture is obtained. DO NOT USE THE HANDS 
WHEN STIRRING. Soak bulbs in the solution for 15 minutes, stirring several times during 
treatment; soak bulblets for 30 minutes. After bulbs or bulblets are removed from the 
solution, allow them to drain for about 30 minutes, and plant IMMEDIATELY. Delay in 
planting can cause injury to the bulbs. If the ground is dry at planting time we suggest 
the Lysol treatment instead of the Ceresan Dip, as dryness can cause a delay in germination 
or growth besides possible injury to the bulbs. 


DUSTING FOR THRIPS 


The easiest and most efficient means of controlling THRIPS is to dust the foliage of the 
plants with 5% D.D.T. Begin dusting when plants are in third leaf and continue about 
every ten days to two weeks until the spikes start to show color. Best results will be obtained 
when the dust is applied to the plants while the dew is still on them. 


SPRAYING FOR THRIPS 


1 rounded teaspoon of 50% D.D.T. 

1/2 teaspoon of Dreft 

1 gallon of water ' 
For large plantings-% Ib. 50% D.D.T., % pint liquid soap, 25 gallons of water. The Wet- 
table form of D.D.T. should be used when using a spray material. 
CAUTION: Lysol, New Improved Ceresan, and D.D.T. are poisonous and care should be 
taken in handling and storing these materials. Do not inhale D.D.T. dust.
